Dollar Continues 


Its Fall On 


European Markets 


LONDON (AP) - The U.S. dollar fell 
sharply in Europe as money markets re­ 
opened today, extending last week’s fall to 
record lows. Gold jumped to a new high of 
$120.75 an ounce here. 
In Frankfurt, the dollar dropped to 
2.6540 West German marks, a new low 
there, down from 2.6740 marks Friday. 
Dealers 
said 
trading 
was 
extremely 
nervous. The mark is one of the strongest 
currencies in Western Europe and when 
the dollar is in trouble there it is usually 
weak elsewhere.

Astronauts 
Await Word 
On Repairs 


SPACE CENTER. Hou.ston (AP) — With 
prospects for a space walk to free a 
jammed solar panel “ looking pretty good," 
Skylab’s astronauts today awaited word on 
how they might do the tricky job 
Making the panel operable could nearly 
double the electricity in their power- 
starved space station 
If the space agency gives the green light 
for the excursion, decisions on who will 
make the walk and how the one-ton panel 
will be released will be uo to Skvlab 
commander Charles Conrad Jr.. who 
became the world’s champion of space 
flight in total hours logged on Sunday. 
“ I suspect the commander would want to 
go out himself." Skylab mission director 
William 
C. 
Schneider told 
newsmen 
Sunday. 
Capsule communicator Storey Musgrove 
told the spacemen late Sunday. “ Things are 
looking pretty good for a space walk later 
in the week." 
He said mission control today would pass 
up suggested procedures for the attempt 
and all aspects would be discussed in a 
conference Tuesday between the control 
center and the astronauts. 
‘‘We aim to please," Conrad replied. 
"W e’re more than happy to do anything 
we can. ” 
Schneider said space agency officials 
planned a day-long meeting today at the 
Marshall Space Flight Center, Huntsville, 
Ala., to discuss the potential for success 
and dangers involved in the space walk 
repair job. 
They’ll also discuss the possibility of 
extending the scheduled 28-day mission as 
much as 10 days to make up experiments 
lost because of low power. 
“ This is a very desirable thing to do, but 
we don’t want to take a chance with our 
crew," the director said of the space walk. 
"The prime consideration will be: Is it a 
safe thing to do?” 
Schneider said the salvage attempt 
could come as early as Wednesday but 
there will be no hurry because “ we’d 
rather do it right than rushed.” 
While ground experts wrestled with the 
panel problem, Conrad. Dr. Joseph P. 
Kerwin and Paul J. Weitz scheduled 
medical, 
earth 
resources 
and 
solar 
astronomy experiments today, their 11th 
day in space. 
Conrad passed the world space time 
record at 1:17 a.m. EDT Sunday. The mark 
had been set by former astronaut James A. 
Lovell, a four-time space veteran. 
Conrad previously flew on Geminis 5 and 
11 and on Apollo 12. He became the third 
man to step on the moon. Lovell’s record 
was 715 hours. 5 minutes. If Skylab 1 goes 
the distance, Conrad will top that by 
almost 18 days.

On Watergate 


Are Requested 


STATEILINE, Nev. (AP) — The nation’s 
governors launched their annual confer­ 
ence 
today 
with 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats calling on President Nixon to 
hold news conferences on the Watergate 
scandal. 
Although Watergate seemed unlikely to 
come before the 65th annual bipartisan 
conference that runs through Wednesday, 
it dominated news conferences, interviews 
and many informal conversations Sunday 
at this gambling resort on the shore of Lake 
Tahoe. 
Federal-state fiscal relations constitute 
the major business before the conference, 
but a rule requiring a three-fourths 
majority for resolutions seemed certain to 
doom a Democratic bid to put the meeting 
on record Wednesday against President 
Nixon’s economic and revenue-sharing 
policies. 
Partisan meetings, a breakfast for the 
Republicans and a luncheon for the 
Democrats, were major activities today. 
Gov. Wendell Ford of Kentucky was 
expected to be elected chairman of the 
Democratic governors. 
Gov. 
Linwood 
Holton 
of 
Virginia, 
chairman of the Republican Governors 
Association, 
suggested 
the 
series 
of 
presidential press conferences about Water­ 
gate. 
Holton, appearing on NBC’s “ Meet the 
Press. ” said the conferences would permit 
cross-examination of Nixon on his con­ 
tention he was unaware of. or uninvolved 
in. any coverup of Watergate by his top 
aides. 
The suggestion was endorsed promptly 
by Robert S. Strauss, chairman of the 
Democratic 
National 
Committee; 
Maryland Gov. Marvin Mandel. a Demo­ 
crat and the current chairman of the 
National Governors Conference; and Gov. 
Daniel J. Evans of Washington, a Re­ 
publican expected to be elected Wednesday 
as conference chairman for the next year. 
Holton said: “ If he will go before the 
press, not once but a number of times. ... 
and clarify the ambiguities as they devel­ 
oped. the President... has the opportunity 
to regain the complete confidence of the 
American people." 
Nixon’s last press conference in March 
preceded the bulk of the Watergate 
revelations implicating top administration 
officials. 
Strauss, meeting with reporters here, 
said: “ Nothing would serve this nation 
better than an immediate, full-scale, open, 
long-lasting 
press conference 
on the 
part of the President” 
He said he has found, in touring the 
country, “ a desperate desire of the people 
to have some touch with the President” 
and “ getting canned statements by lawyers 
doesn t satisfy them ” He was referring to 
a 4.000-word statement issued by Nixon on 
Watergate two weeks ago. 
Conference officials said they expected 
attendance by all but four of the 50 state 
governors: Republicans Otis Bowen of In­ 
diana and William T. Cahill of New Jersey 
and Democrats Reubin Askew of Florida 
and Sherman Tribbett of Delaware.

It’s certainly tru e that some 
of the people who su ffer from 
low bl(^d su gar attack s d o not 
tolerate other food s well. Many 
of these people hav e mu ltiple 
problems in absorption from 
the d igestiv e tract.

WASHINGTON - To p p in g all the o ther 
tactics u sed ag ain st the Demo crats in the 
1972 camp aig n , caU g irls were recru ited to 
ro man ce Demo cratic leaders an d, b etween 
kisses, to wheedle p o litical secrets fro m 
them at their Miami co n v en tio n . 
Sen ate in v estig ato rs learn ed ab o u t this 
u n iq u e u n derco v er o p eratio n fro m n o less 
than ex -Atto mey Gen eral Jo hn Mitchell. A 
su mmary o f his co n fiden tial co n fessio n 
describ es a meetin g with Waterg ate 
rin g leader G. Go rdo n Liddy at the Ju stice 
De^rtmen t o n Jan u ary 27 ,197 2. 
“Liddy arriv ed,’’ states the su mmary , 
“with massiv e charts o i an in tellig en ce 
g atherin g p ro g ram which was a hu g e 
stru ctu ral 
o p eratio n with 
p eo p le 
in 
differen t p laces with differen t co de n ames 
an d in clu ded, amo n g o ther thin g s, the u se 
o f electro n ic eav esdro p p in g dev ices, a call 
g irl rin g fo r the Demo cratic Natio n al 
Co n v en tio n 
an d 
o ther 
in tellig en ce 
g atherin g o p eratio n s.’’ 
Mitchell claimed he was “ho rrified b y 
the mag n itu de an d the b u dg et’’ o f the 
Liddy p ro p o sal. He, therefo re, “directed 
Lkkiy to take his charts an d b u m them.’’ 
White Ho u se co u n sel Jo hn Dean , who also 
sat in o n the sessio n , ag reed with Mitchell 
that the scheme “far ex ceeded an y thin g o f 
ratio n ality .’’ 
Liddy came b ack o n Feb ru ary 4 , 
acco rdin g to the su mmary , “with an o ther 
in tellig en ce g atherin g p lan b u t this time 
witho u t charts. Dean was p resen t an d 
in fo rmed Liddy that it was an in su lt to the 
Atto rn ey Gen eral to b rin g u p matters like 
this.’’ 
Bu t Liddy ap p aren tly was u n deterred 
an d his scheme stran g ely su rv iv ed. By 
Mitchell’s acco u n t, he was relax in g in 
Flo rida fro m the rig o rs o f the ITT hearin g s 
when camp aig n directo r Jeb Mag ru der 
sho wed u p with a p ap er o u tlin in g “an 
in tellig en ce o p eratio n which he wen t 
thro u g h 
b riefly an d 
which in clu ded 
electro n ic su rv eillan ce. 
“Mitchell to ld him,’’ co n tin u es the 
su mmary , “he didn ’t wan t to hear an y thin g 
o f this ty p e, an d there was n o q u estio n in 
Mitchell’s min d that Mag ru der left Key 
Biscay n e fu lly u n derstan din g Mitchell’s 
p o sitio n 
o n 
electro n ic 
su rv eillan ce. 
Mitchell can n o t u n derstan d ho w Mag ru der 
co u ld hav e co n ceiv ed that he had au tho rity 
to co mmen ce su ch an o p eratio n .’’

“Waterg ate was discu ssed reg u larly at 
these meetin g s b u t in itially was an 
u n kn o wn q u an tity ,’’ said Mitchell. 
The p resen ce o f Kissin g er an d Petersen 
at these early Waterg ate sessio n s is 
in terestin g . Kissin g er claimed he p lay ed n o 
p art in the Wate^ate affair; Petersen 
ev en tu ally was p u t in charg e o f the Ju stice 
Dep artmen t’s Waterg ate in v estig atio n . 
Mitchell describ ed Haldeman to the 
Sen ate in v estig ato rs as “the man at the 
White Ho u se clo sest to the p o litical scen e.’’ 
Mitchell also n o ted that the dep o sed 
p residen tial co u n sel, Jo hn Dean , “was 
wo rkin g fo r him an d was literally sto len 
fro m him b y the White Ho u se.’’ 
No tes the Sen ate su mmary : 
“Mitchell states that he was so rry to see 
Dean leav e in that he was an ex tremely 
ab le, s(^histicated an d p ro fessio n al lawy er 
who o p erated in the tru e sen se o f 
co n fiden tiality .

It was Dean who in tro du ced Liddy to 
Mitchell. 'The fo rmer atto rn ey g en eral,

1971. Liddy 
p resen ted Mitchell with a memo o u tlin in g 
the wo rk he was p rep ared to do fo r the 
camp aig n co mmittee. “'There was a b rief’ 
p arag rap h," recalled Mitchell, “say in g he 
co u ld take care o f in tellig en ce g atherin g ." 
Liddy called o n Mitchell ag ain two weeks 
later to discu ss the dru g ab u se p rc^ram. 
Otherwise, Mitchell didn ’t see Liddy ag ain

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Mowing grass too short is 
probably responsible for more 
lawn failures than any other 
single practice. 
P ip in g a bluegrass lawn 
weakens 
the 
root 
system. 
Result is a thin stand of grass, 
which paves the way for an 
invasion of weeds. Also, a 
closely mowed lawn will be 
more susceptible to injury from 
drouth, insects and disea.ses, 
especially during hot summer 
months. 
Bluegrass lawns should be cut 
at 
least 
two 
inches 
high 
throughout the growing season. 
A 2V^ to 3 inch height through 
the summer is even better and 
b 
in 
itself 
an 
excellent 
crabgrass control. 
Fi^uent mowing helps give 
a bwn a neat appearance. No 
more than one-third of the 
growth should be removed at 
one cutting. 
If your grass gets quite long 
because your family is away on 
vacation, don’t cut it back all at 
oiïce. To reduce mowing shock, 
cut off a third of the grovrih, 
wait two days, then cut another 
third. 
Renovate Strawberries 
To renovate or renew a 
strawberry bed, first mow old 
tops of plants, .^t lawn mower 
high 
enough 
to 
remove 
strawberry leaves but not injure 
crowns. Apply five pounds 5-lb- 
5 fertilizer per 100 feet of row 
(10 pounds of .sawdust Ls u.sed as 
a mulch). Next, take a roto- 
tiller (or spade) and cut each 
plant row to a six-inch width. 
Thb sounds drastic but do it! 
Runner plants from the six-inch 
strip of “ mother” plants will 
form a new matted row of 
plants. 
To 
be 
successful 
renovate as soon as harvest is 
finbhed. Apply about 1 Mr to 2 
inches of water a week to the 
newly forming bed during June, 
July 
and 
August 
(include 
rainfall in total). ThLs method of 
renovation can be used to fruit 
thb “ original” strawberry bed 
for a total of three to four years. 
Then establish a riew bed. 
Basements 
Dry basements provide good 
economical space for many 
enjoyable 
family 
activities. 
Damp basements are a mess. 
And they provide little in the 
way of u.sefulness. 
Almost all ba.sement walls 
will crack to some degree. Even 
properly built and reinforced 
walb will develop hair line 
cracks. But these will 
not 
normally cause a problem if 
there Ls a drain tile around the 
footing and the dirt is sloped 
away from the house 
Where hair line cracks exi.st, a 
cement 
based paint 
will 
normally close the leak at least 
temporarily. 
These 
can 
be 
applied to the wall with a scrub 
brush 
and 
are 
relative 
inexpensive. 
Where 
larger cracks 
are 
present, 
its 
a little 
more 
difficult If the crack is close to 
one-half inch wide or larger, it 
is best to “ V” it out to where it 
is about one inch wide and one 
inch deep. Then brush it with a 
mixture of portland cement and 
water of a creamy coasistency. 
Then fill the crack with 1 to 2 
mixtures of cement and sand. 
It Ls important to make these 
repairs when there ls no water 
coming through the crack This 
meaas

probably be the best time for it 
There is no assurance that

Contrar>’ to public belief, 
extended dry weather is much 
harder 
on 
basements

weather. During extended dry 
spelb, the subsoil dries and 
shrinks 
away 
from 
your 
foundation and footings and 
settling can result Then when it 
gets wet again, you notice the 
damage when it begins to leak 
Drain tile around the footing 
will be extremely helpful in 
minimizing leaks. This is cheap 
and 
easy 
to 
do 
during 
construction The tile should be 
covered with inch to inch and 
one-half screemxl gravel to a 
depth of several inches. Its an 
expensive and trouble-some job 
to place a drain tile around an 
existing

sometimes this is the only way 
you can relieve enough water 
pressure against a basement 
wall to stop leakage. 
Relief 
of 
dampness

molds in your basement can 
best

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'dehumidifier. 
Molds 
often 
develop, even in a basement 
that doesn’t have water seeping 
through the floor or walls. This 
is 
b^ause 
of

cooler 
temperature and higher relative 
humidity. A dehumidifier can 
lower the relative humidity and 
eliminate this problem. One 
word of caution though on using 
dehumidifiers. All doors and 
windows to the basement must 
be 
kept 
closed 
for 
the 
dehumidifier to work properly. 
The dehumidifier will remove 
the water from the air where it 
can be drained off through the 
basement drain. But 0 the 
doors and windows are left 
open moist air replaces the 
drier air and the dehumidifier 
works overtime and still doesn’t 
do the job. Usually, there is no 
need for a dehunrddifier in the 
winter months. Air conditioning 
will do the same. 
Webworms 
Sod webworms moths will 
soon be flying. 'These are buff 
colored 
moths, 
flying 
over 
lawns. As the moth flys a zig-zag 
pattern just above the lawn, egg 
laying is taking place. After

moths, residents better plan to 
treat lawns about two weeks 
later. 'There will be a second 
generation of moths in July and 
a third during late August or 
early September. Spraying to 
kill the moths just doesn’t work, 
but control of the larvae which 
causes the lawn damage will. 
Sudden Death 
Researchers

There are a number of ways 
that some of the heavy tax 
burden can be lightened—but 
these methods aren’t widely 
used by farmers. 
For instance, if property is 
given 
away 
during 
one’s 
lifetime, you pay a gift tax 
instead of an estate tax and the 
rate of taxation is lower. 
With 
the 
tax 
advantage 
favoring gift transfers, it is 
surprising to find they are used 
only in a minor way, especially 
by owners of large estates. 
Under 
present 
law 
an 
individual 
can, 
during 
his 
lifetime, 
give 
$30,0(X) 
tax 
exempt. In addition, he can give 


$3,0(X) each to individuals each 
year. 
P'or 
married 
couples, 
these amounts are doubled. 
A couple with two children 
and four grandchildren could 
easily transfer an estate of over 


$7 00,000 without paying taxes. 
To do this, the couple would 
only have to start a program of 
systematically giving some 10 
to 15 years prior to the end of 
their actual life expectancy. 
By the same token, if they 
made no gifts during their 
lifetime, the federal estate tax 
could be over $200,000 on a 


$7 00,000 taxable estate.

Tips for Vacation Plant Care 


With 
the vacation season 
here, many of us face the 
problem of what to do with our 
house plants while we are gone. 
Often this means relying on a 
friend or neighbor to tend 
them. For long vacations, this 
may be the best method, but for 
shorter ones we can fix the 
plants so that they can survive 
without us for one to two 
weeks. 
Plastic hags in assorteti sizes 
can give the needed help for 
maintaining our plants. First, 
water the plants thoroughly on 
the day before you plan to 
leave. Allow the pots to drain 
for a least one to two hours At 
the end of that time slip each of 
the pots into a rwmy plastic 
bag and close the bag over the 
top of the plant. If plants are 
small, several may be plai'ed 
within one large bag. If your 


plants are too large for plastic 
bags available, use large sheets 
of clear plastic, or transparent 
clothing bags. 
Locate the plants in the 
coolest room in the house 
Houses 
closed 
in 
summer 
become hot and stuffy Plants 
should be kept in rooms with 
the least heat buildup If air 
conditioning is kept running 
durir^ the vacation, plants need 
not be moved Basement areas, 
however, are often cooler in 
most homes and should be 
preferred when adequate light 
is available. If there is no cool 
room in the house, plaw plants 
in a protected spot outdoors 
At no time should the plants 
in the bags at any kx ation be In

Survey Indicates Coffee, 
Eggs Lead Price Increases

'The American wage earner is 
going to have to bring home 
some extra bacon if he wants 
to keep coffee and eggs on his 
breakfast table, according to an 
Associated Press marketbasket 
survey. 
The AP checked the prices of 
15 food and nonfood products in 
13 cities on March 1 and rech­ 
ecked the items at the begin- 
nii% of each succeeding month. 
C)f all items checked, 35.4 per 
cent increased in price in the 
three months from March 1 to 
June 1,20.5 per cent decreased, 
41.5 per cent remained un­ 
changed and 2.6 per cent were 
unavailable on one of the two 
check dates. The total market­ 
basket bill was up in 10 cities 
and down in three. 
Coffee, up in 11 cities, and 
eggs, up in 10 cities, led the list 
of higher-priced items, with the 
increases 
at 
the 
checkout 
counter reflecting earlier in­ 
creases at the wholesale level. 
Experts in London, headquar­ 
ters of the International Coffee 
Oiganization, blamed the in­ 
creases in world coffee prices 
on crop failures in Brazil be­ 
cause of droughts and leaf rust 
disease, artificially high prices 
set by Brazil and Colombia for 
their exports and withholding of 
supplies by growers of the rob­ 
usta variety of coffee, produced 
mainly in Africa and used par­ 
ticularly for instant coffee. 
Most of the coffee increases 
came between May 1 and June 
1, although prices started to 
rise earlier in some cities. The 
increases over the three-month 
check period averaged about 
seven or eight per cent. 
Increases in egg prices var­ 
ied sharply, ranging from two 
per cent in New York City to 
almost 20 per cent in Boston. 
'They also fluctuated widely 
during the three-month period. 
The costs reflected higher 
wholesale prices for eggs dur­ 
ing the first quarter of the 
year. The Agriculture Depart­ 
ment reported that egg prices 
decreased during the month 
ended May 15, but there was no 
immediate indication of a sav­ 
ing for the consumer. 
A grocer in Miami, where a 
dozen medium brown eggs went 
from 57 cents on March 1 to 67 
cents on June 1, said he was 
selling eggs at what were nor­ 
mally winter or higher prices. 
“ Our supplier is going to go to 


a dollar a dozen by Christ­ 
mas,” he predicted. 'The store 
manager said he was makir^ a 
25 per cent profit on eggs. 
The 
careful shopper still 
could find a few bargains. But­ 
ter and pork chops declined in 
more than half the cities check­ 
ed. AU-beef frankfurters rose in 
10 cities from March 1 to June 
1. Almost all the increases 
came in the first two months, 
however; and prices leveled off 
after May 1, despite higher 
wholesale prices and short sup­ 
plies of livestock at market. 
One reason for the steady 
price was that, in many areas, 
the 
meat products checked 
were selling near or at the 
maximum allowable under the 
ceilings imposed by President 
Nixon at the end of March on 
beef, lamb and pork. 
'The items on 'The A P’s check­ 
list were: chopped chuck, cen­ 
ter cut porkchops, frozen or­ 
ange juice, coffee, paper tow­ 
els, butter, eggs, peanut butter, 
detergent, fabric softener, to­ 
mato sauce, chocolate chip 
cookies, whole milk, all-beef 
franks and granulated sugar. 
The cities surveyed were: Al­ 
buquerque, Atlanta, 
Boston, 
Chicago, Dallas, Detroit, Los 
Angeles, Miami, New York, 
Philadelphia, Providence, R.I.; 
Salt Lake City, and Seattle. 
The same supermarket was 
used in each city for all the 
price 
surveys. 
Standardized 
brands and sizes or their near­ 
est equivalent were selected for 
the checklist. 
The total bill went up every­ 
where except Salt Lake City. 
Los Angeles and Seattle. Items 
that were unavailable on either 
March 1 or June 1 were not in­ 
cluded in the total either time. 
The increases in the total tab 
ranged from less than one per 
cent in Providence, where the

WASHINCmiN (AP) ~ Soar­ 
ing prices for soybeans and 
corn sound to many people as if 
farmers are doing superbly 
these days, but a l(M)k at the 
cak'ndar and at the rising costs 
of prixluction might suggest 
otherwise. 


Except for the early wheat 
harvest in the southern plains, 
farmers have not pr(xluct*d any 
substantial 
grain 
since 
last 
year. This is a time for plan­ 
ting and cultivation, not har­ 
vest, in the big feed and soy­ 
bean areas. 
Thus, when the market re­ 
ports mention soybeans at $10 
per bushel or corn at $1.80 per 
bashel, the people who actu­ 
ally are in position to benefit 
are usually not farmers but the 
second and third-hand buyers 
who originally bought crops 
from producers 
The Agriculture Di*partment, 
which compiles national aver­ 
ages for prices farmers receive 
and must pay out to meet pro­ 
duction expenses, reported that 
the over-all “ prices paid” index 
rose 2 per cent from mid-April 
and was 14 per cent higher 
than in May last year. 
But some of the specific 


items within the index indicate 
the cost problem confronting 
farmers is much more complex 
and serious. One of the main 
goals of th(' Nixon adminis 
tration is larger meat output 
this year to help ward off fur­ 
ther upward spirals at super­ 
markets. 


But 
farmers, 
particularly 
those who feed cattle and hogs 
for the slaughter market, are 
thinking twice about fet'd costs. 
Those are so high at the 
present time that many will not 
expand their livestock feeding 
operations until relief is in 
sight. 


preferred If there is no suitable 
window, use fluorescent lights 
when available.

Next plac’e the plants in 
the bags. Disease can be kept to 
a minimum this way, and plants 
should hv safe for at least two 
ww'ks. 
Plants under plastic bei'ome 
very tender Remove the plastic 
slowly after returning home. 
Op<'n the plastic bags, and allow 
the plants to remain in the open 
bags for .several days before 
removing them completely. 
Another methcxl of tending 
plants is with the use of wicks. 
Tlx'se may be made from sash 
cord or jute rop<* with one end 
placed in the base of the pots. 
The other end is kept in a 
resi’rvoir of water beneath the 
p(»t. S(*t up the system well in 
advance of vacation to make 
Sim’ it is opi’rating properly 
before you leave.

PARIS (AP> —"I wish Margaret Court had 
been in this form when she play ed Bobby 
Riggs," said Chris Evert. "She would have hit 
him off the court."

Lauderdale. Fla., narrowly missed capturing 
the French women’s title in her first attempt, 
losing to Mrs. Court, 3-0, 6-7, 7-6, 6-4 in a dra­ 
matic see-sawing final at the Roland Garros 
Stadium Sunday . 
But Chris won the hearts of the 12,000 
Parisian fans who cheered her winning points. 
Now she has a busy summer ahead—the 
Italian Championships in Rome, Wimbledon, 
Forest Hills and may be a $20,000 challenge 
mateh against Riggs 
Chris had play ed Mrs. Court four times 
before and beaten her three times—each time 
on clay . That was why she was favorite to win 
again on the slow clay of Paris. 
Mrs. Court has now won this title, the 
premier clay court crown of the world, five 
times. She first became French champion in 


1962, when Chris was only seven y ears old. 
The Australian now needs to add the 
Wimbledon and Forest Hills titles to become 
the first woman play er to capture the Grand 
Slam twice.

SACRAMENTO. Calif. (APi 
— Parents from across the 
United States hav e organized to 
‘‘rescue our children from the 
J esus communes." say s a Cali­ 
fornian who is their national 
coordinator. 
Ted Patrick, a former com­ 
munity relations officer for Cal­ 
ifornia Gov . Ronald Reagan, 
say s the group he coordinates 
IS called “ the Parents Com­ 
mittee to Free Our Sons and 
Daughters from the Children of 
God - FREECOG." 
About 500 parents are seeking 
to locate y ouths in communes 
such as those run by the Chil­ 
dren of God — COG — “and 
get them back on the right 
track." Patrick .said. 
But commune leaders hold 
different v iews about “ the right 
track." and they resent what 
they consider is undue parental 
interference. One commune has 
filed a $1.1 million libel and 
slander action against Patrick 
and three FREECOG parents. 
Patrick 
himself 
has 
been 
charged 
with 
second-degree 
kidnaping, unlawful imprison­ 
ment. conspiracy and third-de­ 
gree assault. The charges were 
brought 
in 
New 
York 
last 
month by a member of the New 
Testament Mi.ssionary Fellow­ 
ship. 
who claimed 
he 
was 
forced into a car while walking 
to a pray er meeting. Patrick 
said the fellowship member 
was “ rescued." 
The tug-of-war between the 
parents and the communes has 
transcended theological consid­ 
erations and touches on ques­ 
tions of family , freedom and 
rights to property . 
FREECOG parents say they 
fav or the resurgence of religion 
among y outh, that religion has 
held an important place in their 
families. 
But they describe themselv es 
as religiously sophisticated, and 
they do oppose the ty pe of com­ 
munes which they say try to 
dominate their children to the 
ex clusion of normal parental 
relations. 
The J esus mov ement ov er-all 
is seen by many church schol­ 
ars as a sign of spiritual v ital­ 
ity which helps many y ouths 
escape the drug scene and 
solv e other problems. They also 
feel it may be pumping life into 
oi^anized religion. 
Perhaps the best known in 
the mov ement is the Children 
of God. which leaders say once 
had 
135 
communes 
in 
the 
United States. COG leaders say 
only 40 remain, but 100 hav e 
been set up in Europe. South 
and Central America, the Ca­ 
ribbean. 
Australia. 
J apan. 
South Korea and Thailand. 
In California, the COG com­ 
munes hav e diminished from 10 
to three in only the past few 
months, according to 22-y ear- 
old “Micah" Farmer Micah is 
his adopted Biblical name and 
he s an adv iser to one COG 
ranch near King City in west- 
central California. 
But COG is not the only tar- 
let of FREECOG. said Patrick. 
In California alone there are 
about 
40 
communes of 
all 
ty pes, and FREECOG is con­ 
cerned about many of them, he 
said. 
In about two y ears. Patrick 
said, he has gathered state­ 
ments from about 400 y ouths 
who hav e turned their backs on 
the communes. Last y ear, he 
said, he quit his state job to de­ 
v ote full time to FREECOG. 
Patrick said the y ouths al­ 
most alway s told him 
“they 
had been programmed to do 
any thing 
their 
leaders 
or­ 
dered." He contends their testi­ 
mony . on recorded tapes, sup­ 
ports the parental complaint 
that 
communes 
completelv 


pre s e nt. Some pare nts c laim the c ommune s dominate 
the ir c hildre n too muc h, and the y hav e trie d to ge t the ir 
c hildre n bac k by forc e . Mic ah s ay s of pare nts that 
"The y find it hard to tak e s e c ond plac e to God." (APj 


dominate 
their 
children 
— 
brain, body and bank account. 
Parents say their children 
are difficult to locate and are 
difficult to v isit priv ately . Par­ 
ents complam that their chil­ 
dren sign ov er cars and sav ­ 
ings, and often write home for 
more money . 
“These y oung people say they 
are taught to go against their 
parents, their family churches, 
and the schools and the gov ern­ 
ment." Patrick said. 
The tapes, used in persuading 
other y ouths to quit, are made 
after 
“aeprogramming" 
ses­ 
sions. 
“Deprogramming" 
is 
the 
process, 
sometimes 
lasting 
day s, through which Patrick 
and FREEICOG parents try to 
conv ince a’ y outh he should 
abandon a commune. It con­ 
sists of arguments in which 
Patrick, himself a former ev an­ 
gelistic organizer, tries to de­ 
molish the y outh’s faith in the 
commune’s leaders. 
He said most y ouths maintain 
they hav e been 
“hy pnotized” 
and “ brainwashed” 
One y outh. Pat Alex ander 
J r.. 23. of Masontown. Pa., said 
recently . “ They put them under 
mass hy pnosis and mesmerism 
— I’m a liv ing testimony . I 
would nev er hav e done the 
things I did . . . They took my 
mind away . ” 
Ila Meese of San Diego said 
her daughter Barbara. 20. spent 
only one day and one night with 
commune 
recruiters. 
When 
Barbara came home, she told 
her parents that “ they tried to 
program me. The leader told 
me. “If I tell y ou to go out and 
blow up a bank or murder y our 
parents, y ou would do it. be­ 
cause it would be God’s will, 
and God speaks through me,’ ’’ 
Mrs. Meese said. 
Mrs. Meese and other parents 
with similar stories were inter­ 
v iewed in the California Capitol 
where they sought official help. 
Patrick said his 14-y ear-old 
son Michael was approached by 
commune recruiters. Michael 
told his father. “ They were 
kinda scary . Dad. like they 
were hy pnotized — like zom­ 
bies." 
COG leader Micah Farmer 
calls the hy pnotism charge “ ri­ 
diculous” 
A 
sweet-v oiced 
22-y ear-old 
called Shiloh, who speaks for 
the COG commune in Crockett, 
Tex ., calls it “ totallv false. ” 
In a telephone interv iew. Mi­ 
cah said. “ If true, we wouldn’t 
be in operation. We'v e had the 
FBI infiltrate our colonies, and 
they return with nothing but 
good to say ” 
An inv estigator for the Cali­ 
fornia Department of J ustice. 
Stev e Crawford, said, “ We’v e 
heard a lot of accusations, but 
no proof of any thing illegal” 
He said donations to cult lead­ 
ers are apparently v oluntary , 
hence legal. 
J ack Winkler, assistant attor­ 
ney general of California, said 
the parents’ charge of “ alien­ 
ation of affections” is no crime 
in California. 
In Florida, former Opa-Locka 
Police Chief J ohn Ripa said he 
is try ing to help parents. 
“What I’m concerned about 
is the breaking up of the fami­ 
ly ." Ripa said. “ Parents can 
v isit their children in these 
communes, but the kids can’t 
go home. Why not?" 
Ripa 
told The Associated 
Press an inv estigation “is de­ 
v eloping ” But he is holding off 
legal action, he said, because 
some y ouths may be emotion­ 
ally harmed if required to testi­ 
fy in public. 
Commune leaders deny the 
y ouths cannot go home. 
“ We don’t agree with the 
Catholic Church, but we cer­ 
tainly wouldn't take somebody 


from there and loc'k them in­ 
side here," said Susan Alamo, 
who with husband Tony oper­ 
ates the independent Tony and 
Susan 
Christian 
Foundation 
near Saugus, a small town 
about 25 miles north of Los An­ 
geles. 
“There are still laws in this 
country , ” 
Mrs. 
Alamo said 
“ There are no bars on our win­ 
dows. These kids can come and 
go. and do." 
A British businessman. Ken­ 
neth Frampton. tells a different 
kind of story . He said in a re­ 
cent newspaper interv iew that 
he gav e the COG free use of a 
warehouse 
and 
three 
other 
buildings in Bromley . England, 
and “ in return, they hav e sto­ 
len two of my sons from me” 
Shiloh said the COG is basic­ 
ally “ giv ing kids a new way of 
life in which they can be hap­ 
py . Please come and see for 
y ourself. We re really not try ­ 
ing to hide any thing, and we re 
not afraid of any thing” 
Patrick said the COG often 
inv ites newsmen and others, 
and “ they put on a beautiful 
show. But y ou hav e to inter­ 
v iew the kids, and they won’t 
let me do that. I know the ques­

As for donations, she said: 
“Yes, basically we believ e in 
sharing, like in the Book of 
Acts. 
Most kids don’t hav e 
much. But some do — cars and 
sav ings, and they share it. ” 
Micah believ es parents are 
protesting “ bec'ause what we’re 
doing takes a 100 per cent com­ 
mitment, to Christ. A y outh ac­ 
cepts it. Some parents find it 
hard to accept. It’s a selfish 
lov e for the child.

Rebuilt Schooner 
Will M ake Trip 


THISTED. Denmark (APi - 
An old schooner which never 
ventured beyond Scandinavia’s 
coastal waters is about to set 
sail here for a trans-Atlantic 
crossing and complete transfor­ 
mation into the good brig Bea­ 
ver II. one of three British 
ships raided by colonists in the 
1773 Boston Tea Party. 
It is an ugly duckling story 
which will eventually take the 
Danish-built vessel up the Fort 
Point Channel in style, for 
mooring between Boston and 
South Boston as part of the 
R evolutionary War bicentennial 
celebrations. 
Thoroughly 
repaired 
with 
new planking and rebuilt with 
two new Douglas spruce masts 
and a full rig. the 76-ton vessel 
has won a new lease on life 
after lying ha If-forgotten and 
slowly rotting in a small Dan­ 
ish harbor for several years. 
It was found there by Peter 
Keen, representative of the Old 
Teaside Inc. of Boston, a pri­ 
vate group which plans to 
present a replica of the Beaver 
II to the public and eventually 
give it to the city of Boston 
once admission fees have paid 
back investors. 
With total investments esti­ 
mated at $350,000. the re-crea­ 
tion of the Beaver II is costing 
considerably more than it cost 
a Danish owner to have the 
wooden schooner built at Mar- 
stal. a small skipper town in 
the island of Aeroe, back in 
1908. 
The schooner was launched 
there as the Aeroe. a decade 
later was sold to Swedish own­ 
ers and plied Danish. Swedish 
and Norwegian waters as the 
Gulli under the Swedish flag 
until it returned to Denmark 
and an uncertain fate in 1968. 
A retired British naval man 
bought it and renamed it the 
Victoria, but never got around 
to taking it out of the harbor of 
Hobro, Jutland, where it was 
laid up until Keen found it in 
1971. 
"There was a lot of rot," re­ 
calls Keen, who has been over­ 
seeing the repair and rebuild­ 
ing work. 


R asmus Brink-Christensen, a 
Hobro shipbuilder, gave the 
schooner a new deck and new 
planking. 


For new masts and rig, the 
schooner was moved here. The 
work was done by shipbuilder 
Ole Klemme to the specifica­ 
tions of drawings by William 


B O Y S C X )U T H A D

Baker, a naval architect associ­ 
ated with the maritime mu­ 
seum of the Massachusetts In­ 
stitute of Technology 
The main mast towers 72 feet 
above the deck 
Keen was proud to point out 
that the schooner-turned-brig is 
all wood — except for seven 
pounds of nails and bolts. 
"But the final alterations will 
be done at Boston." he added. 
These include building out the 
stern. If done here, this could 
have posed problems of sea­ 
worthiness for the trans-Atlan­ 
tic crossing. 
The Beaver II will make the 
long voyage to Boston with a 
Danish skipper and a crew of 
six. 
But. unlike the original Bea­ 
ver II. the replica will have an 
auxiliary engine. Even so, it 
will probably be two months 
before it sails up the Fort Point 
Channel
